Andover took a big step on the way toa 
conference championship last Saturday as 
the Warriors stunned Chelmsford, 77-70. 

The win raised Andover to first place in 
the Merrimack Valley conference with a 
6-1 conference record. 

Frustrated with the earlier loss to 
Lawrence, coach Will Hixon decided to- 
change his offensive strategy. The change 
called for some effective outside shooting 
from the guards, who would be open if 
Chelmsford tried to shut off the Warrior 
inside attach. 

This plan worked to perfection. 
Chelmsford attempted to close Andover 
off inside, and closely cover Geoff 
Bragdon, the Warriors premier outside 
shooter. This tactic, which worked for 
Lawrence, had disastrous effects for 
Chelmsford. Senior guard A.J. DeFusco, 
an unexpected starter, was constantly 
wide open. The result was 10 DeFusco 
points in the first quarter and a 22-12 An- 
dover lead at the end of that period. 

When Chelmsford tried to cover 
DeFusco in the second period, the results 
were points from Mike Hart and Geoff 
Bragdon. 

The was combined with Chelmsford’s 
poor free-throw shooting and a four 
minute Chelmsford field goal at the outset 
of_the second quarter.

Despite 
the sloppy, physical play, Andover was 
able to keep its lead at 13 points, 60-47, at 
the end of the third quarter. 


Chelmsford made a final run at the 
Warriors in the middle of the fourth 
quarter. Scoring 11 straight points, the 
Warrior lead was cut to 4, 66-62. After a 
Mike Hart layup, Chelmsford closed to 
within 2 points, 68-66 with 2:31 left in the 
game. 

However, Chelmsford lost its momen- 
tum after a turnover and was finally done 
in by its incessant fouling tactics. 


The star of the game was A. J. DeFusco, 
who in his debut performance scored 28 
points, the most by any Andover player 
this year. The decision by coach Hixon to 


go with DeFusco at guard was definitely a 
profitable one, The effective shooting 
from the guard position took the pressure 
of Geoff Bragdon, who had 15 points, and 
especially off Mike Hart, who was shut off 
by opposing defenses in the past couple of 
games Hart had 16 points and 12 rebounds, 
leading his team in the latter category. 

Eric Sullivan, hampered by foul trouble, 
still scored 7 points and brought down the 
same nmber of rebounds. Greg Nicastro 
came into the game for Sullivan and was 
equally effective, collecting eight 
rebounds. 

Chelmsford displayed a well balanced 
attack. Another team has breached the 
Warrior defense for more points than 
Chelmsford’s 70, but the team was doomed 
by fouls, if not by the resulting Andover 
freethrows, then by the fouling out of key 
players during the game. Chip Drapeau 
led Chelmsford scorers with 18 points.

Rev. James F. McNulty, OSA 


Rev. James F. McNulty, OSA, director 
of Mt. St. Augustine Apostolic Center on 
Staten, NY, nationally-known spiritual 
author and expert in preaching and retreat 
work, died Jan. 11 in Vienna, Austria of in- 
juries..sustained Dec. 30 when he was 
struck by a trolley. He was 43 years old. 


Fr. McNulty had been a member of the 
Order of St. Augustine for 25 years and a 
Roman Catholic priest for 18 years. Born

He was then sent to 
Rome where he received the S.T.L. at 
Collegio S. Monica. After his ordination in 
Rome in 1959 he returned to the U.S. 


At Villanova he received his M.A. in 
History and at Iona College his M.S. in 
Pastoral Counseling. He was a candidate 
for a Ph.D. in Spirituality at Fordham. 


From 1960-62 Fr. McNulty was a teacher 
at Msgr. Bonner High school, Drexel Hill, 
Pa. Until 1966 he was a member of the 
Augustinian Mission Band (directors who 
travel throughout the country giving 
retreats). He became the co-founder and 
assistant-director of Mt. Augustine 


Apostolic Center. In 1971 he was named 


director of the center, a post he held until 
his death. He was a member of two boards 
of directors: Retreat International and the 
Christian Preaching Conference. 

He was a member of the Academy of 
Pastoral Counselors and was state 
chaplain for the Knights of Columbus of 
New York state. He was the author of a 
number of spiritual works. 

Besides his parents he is survived by 
two sisters; Joanna McGuirk of Hawaii 
and Patricia McNulty of Andover; one 
brother, Francis Jr. of Andover.

The Theme Changed As They Wrote 


Author And Family 


By Linda S. Corbett 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert and 
Psychologist Larry Larsen didn’t start out 
to write a book about parenting and the 
family at all. 

The two, who had both done consulting 
work for private industry, were, in fact, 
collaborating on a book on management. 

But, says Seifert, somehow the topics all 
seemed ‘‘dullsville’’ and they weren’t 
properly motivated. So they sat down to 
talk about what would interest them, and 
came up with “‘tremendous agreement”’ 
on one thing: they both had great love and 
respect for their parents and strong 
resentment toward the forces that main- 
tain the family as an institution is dying. 

And so, the two men from very diverse 
backgrounds — Larsen, an only child from 
Amarillo, Tex., where both parents were 
in education, and Seifert, the second of 
seven youngsters of parents who had only 
graduated frem high school and lived in 
inner-city Buffalo — set out to test their 
theory that most people do still believe in 
and want the good old-fashioned family 
values. 

The fruit of their efforts is ‘‘Parents and 
Families: Reports of Their Death Have 
Been Greatly Exaggerated,” published 
recently by Manor Books of New York.

Some 6,500 of the 10,000 soft-bound copies 
in the first printing have already been 
sold, and the book hasn’t even been dis- 
tributed out of New England. The authors 
have upcoming radio and TV appearances 
scheduled in Boston, Worcester, 
Providence and Manchester, N. H., and 
the book is available in local book stores. 
‘Parents and Families’’ doesn’t come up 
with anything terribly new or profound, 
Seifert says, but it does challenge parents 
to abandon a lot of new-fangled notions 
and rely on their own instincts and values 
to rear their youngsters. 

The book is really ‘‘a toast to the 
family,’’ Seifert says, adding that more 
than 2,000 people he and Larsen were in 
contact with through workshops, parent 
groups, public seminars and the like, con-’ 
firmed their hypothesis that the family is 
still well and thriving. 

In this modern day and age, Seifert says, 
many people feel that in order to be good

parents they must read all the articles and 
take all the courses. They end up with a lot 
of new ideas, new words — and frustration 
— when what they really needed was rein- 
forcement of their basic values. 

They needed, he says, someone to say, 
“You’re a good man, Charlie Brown. You 
should trust your own instincts.”’ 

““You’re the best judge of how to rear 
your children,”’ Seifert goes on. ‘You are 
a very strong sample on your own, since 
you were a kid once yourself. You can 
listen to the experts till the cows come 
home, but the expert doesn’t know what's 
in your blood, what values your parents in- 
stilled in you.” ) 

The authors subscribe to some rather 
traditional methods of child-rearing, such 
as an occasional hand to the back side, giv- 
ing a child specific jobs even at an early 
age, having a child earn money in order to 
learn a respect for it, a harsh word when 
appropriate. 

Reality, they say, sometimes demands 
that a parent will be irritated; it’s normal

and healthy to be angry, and it doesn’t hurt 
a child to know it. 

A loving touch and communication of 
love are important, they say, as is positive 
reinforcement. But punishment is 
sometimes necessary as well — and when 
it is it should ‘‘fit the crime,”’ so to speak. 

Problems are an integral part of life, 
they say, and children must learn to face 
stress and strain. Parents, therefore must 
provide models or guidelines, ‘‘but not a 
cocoon.”’ 

The book is down on permissiveness, 
high on discipline and claims that the ‘‘do 
your own thing”’ business has gone too far. 


Despite a tendency toward strictness, 
however, Seifert notes that throughout the 
book, they leave a lot of discretion to the 
child, once he is given the basic values. 
The child must own responsibilities. 

One of the rather traditional 
philosophies is that youngsters must ‘‘pay 
their dues’’ to their family and society. 

‘Living for one another is what we’re 
proposing,’’ Seifert says. He recalls that 
his mother and father ‘‘always pushed us 
out. They said, ‘Pay your dues and be in- 
dependent — but they said pay the we dues 
first before the I.’ ”’ 

In recent years, he goes on, there’s been 
a trend toward the other direction. 
Schools, for instance, have pushed in- 
dividualized programs but not community 
service. The latter, he says, is an area 
they’ve been concentrating on much more 
in the past three years. 

Seifert has also been having some se- 
cond thoughts about the ‘‘utopian”’ life in 
the suburbs. ‘‘Kids today,”’ he says, ‘‘think 
about all the things they have coming to 
them; they feel they’re entitled to every 
thing. 

“There’s no way my kids will ever be 
able to identify what it took for me to get 
from the First Ward in South Buffalo to 
the suburbs with a nice house and two cars 
in the garage and some discretionary in- 
come.”’ 

Seifert and Larsen may do a second 
book, working with people in corporations 
to show them they can have a healthy en- 
vironment at home despite their commit- 
ment of time and energy to the job. 

Meanwhile, Seifert himself has started a 
book on ‘‘How Parents Survive with the 
Schools.” 

Too much flak — such as teacher con- 
tract negotiations, the high cost of living 
and the like, get in the way of com- 
munications between parents and 
teachers, he says, and the youngsters are 
the ones who suffer the most. 

His goal, he says, is to show them how to 
bridge the gap

Cubs View 
Recycling 


Process 


The Town of Andover recycles 
newspapers, magazines, and corrugated 
cardboard at a monthly averge of 66 tons, 
although Nov. 1977 reached a record 78 
tons. 

Do you know what happens to your 
newspapers after they are collected? 

Bill’s Trucking of Essex, Mass. holds 
the contract for the curbside pick-up. The 
paper is then delivered and sold to Essex 
Waste Paper Co., Inc. in Lawrence where 
it is sorted, graded, compressed, and bal- 
ed by machines. The bales of paper are 
now ready to be sold'<o companies such as 
the Lawrence Paperboard Corp. (LPC) in 
Lawrence. Here the paper is returned to a 
pulp state and new ‘‘board’’ is produced. 

A tour of the LPC plant gave the Cub 
Scout Den 1 of Shawsheen a look at this in- 
teresting step in the recycling process. 
The baled paper is dumped into enormous 
vats of swirling 200 degree water where 
the ink, staples, and any other foreign 
matter is washed away. This mud-looking 
pulp is sent through a refining process and 
then over to a machine with a fast-moving, 
continuous belt on many rollers. The belt 
gradually picks up paper fibers until eight 
thin layers have accumulated. 

Still.on the belt, the wet paper is sent 
over another series of rollers that press 
the water out of it. Steam is used to dry 
the paperboard. A layer of white clay may 
be added at this point if the paperboard is 
to be printed on. A computer then 
monitors the sheets for weight, thickness, 
and moisture. The continuous sheet of 
board at last reaches a cutting machine. 
The 130’’ wide board rolls off the machine 
at 330 feet per minute. 

Several small machines perform ad- 
ditional operations such as cutting the 
board into small pices (used as backs for a 
pad of paper), and gluing 2 sheets together

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for book binders. While some of the paper- 
board is now ready for use by other in- 
dustries, the rest is used by companies 
such as the Lawrence Packaging Corp. 
which performs the printing, cutting, and 
folding operations to produce cartons for 
kleenex, razor blades, and frozen foods. 

The Lawrence Paperboard Corp. 
depends on the recycling inclinations of 
Andover and many other people. The plant 
uses 200 tons of paper per day. (It takes 
about 3 months to collect 200 tons of paper 
in Andover!) Also, LPC must produce 
paperboard for less than it costs to 
produce the same product from virgin 
paper pulp. LPC accomplishes this in part 
by generating its own electricity to drive 
its machinery.

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implications Of A 
Trade Center 


Reaction to the proposed construction of a 
convention-trade center complex in Andover since an- 
nouncement in last week’s TOWNSMAN, has been 
about as inticipated. 

Town officials are cautious, the general public 
curious. 

The plans, still in the preliminary stages, will be plac- 
ed before the town’s official family as they become 
firmer, but for the time being, we would suggest an air 
of optimism accompany the proposal. 

A survey taken of townspeople a year ago as part of 
the growth policy statement drawn up for the state, in- 
dicated an overwhelming preference for good, clean in- 
dustrial development, to aid in expanding the town’s tax 
base. 

On the surface, the multi-million dollar proposal 
presented by developers to be located on the former 
Shattuck Farm property, seems to meet that desire. 

An immediate pessimistic reaction on the part of 
some, is to question if such a proposed complex is ‘‘An- 
doverish.”’ 

It is something new to the area, and will no doubt, 
take some more definitive explanation by the 
proponents before it becomes completely palatable. 
There will, of course, always be opponents to any such 
industrial development, maintaining a fear of losing An- 
dover’s identity as a residential community. 

What should be borne in mind is the fact that when, 
several years ago, Andover rezoned the large parcel of 
land in West Andover for industrial use, the town for all 
practical purposes invited its development. 

Further, it provided necessary funding for utilities

when and if a major industrial tenant opted to locate 
there. Hewlett-Packard triggered the installation of the 
major trunk sewer line extension and water main in- 
Stallation for the area over two years ago, after a long 
period of negotiation with the town. 

The property owner, Arkwright-Boston Insurance, as 
any property owner in the real estate business, is anx- 
ious to develop the land to its full potential. 

We trust that Arkwright-Boston will be most 
desirious of insuring that the proposed trade center is a 
financially sound operation before proceeding toward 
releasing the land. And, we would think that Hewlett- 
Packard, which also has plans for additional develop- 
ment in West Andover, will also be watching closely 
such a development. 

Arkwright’s investment in the total property 
holdings, plus its accessibility through major interstate 
highways and closeness to Boston, makes major in- 
dustrial development. of the West Andover site in- 
evitable. 

There could be additional cost burdens placed on the 
town through increased need for public safety per- 
sonnel, and such. But a major development as proposed, 
should result in the town still realizing substantial tax 
relief. 

Continued growth of the town through construction of 
single family residences, would seem to place more of a 
burden on the town’s fiscal obligations, than substantial 
industrial development. 

At this point, while understanding the feeling of cau- 
tion on the part of officials, we would also encourage an 
optimistic outlook on the proposal.

Humphrey-McGovern 
The Ticket That Almost Was 


WASHINGTON — The 
United States might have a 
different president in the 
White House today if two 
old friends had not become 
estranged. 

They are Sens. Hubert 
Humphrey, D.-Minn., and 
George McGovern, D.-S.D. 
They had been inseparable 
friends in the Senate. They 
had lived side by side in the 
Washington suburbs. Once 
McGovern came down 
with a fever while his wife 
was away, and Humphrey 
personally cooked some 
broth and served it to 
McGovern in bed. 


In 1968, Humphrey lost 
the presidency to Richard 
Nixon. Four years later, 
McGovern also lost the 
presidency to Nixon. But in 
the struggle, McGovern 
beat out Humphrey for the 
1972 Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. The 
rivalry was bitter, and the 
two friends became 
alienated. 


In late 1975, it occurred 
to some Democratic lead- 
ers that a Humphrey- 
McGovern ticket would be 
hard to beat in the 1976 
election. The two senators 
represented rival factions 
of the Democratic Party. A 
Humphrey-McGovern tick- 
et, it was argued, could 
unite the party and heal 
the wounds of 1968 and 
1972. But first it would be 
necessary to get McGo- 
vern to agree to accept 
second place on the ticket. 
He agreed to the strategy, 
‘and the arguments were 
marshaled in a memo to 
Humphrey. McGovern per- 
sonally delivered the 
memo to his former friend 
one evening in late August 
of 1975. 


moved by McGovern’s 
approach. Humphrey told 
McGovern how touched he 
was to be able to sit down 
again with a dear friend. 
Tears came to 
Humphrey’s eyes as he 
spoke. He placed the 
memo in his pocket and 
promised an early 
response. 

In the end, Humphrey 
rejected the proposal. Our 
sources say he expected a 
stalemate at the Demo- 
cratic convention. He 
thought he would be the 
compromise candidate. He 
didn’t want to offend any 
vice presidential hopefuls, 
therefore, by naming his 
choice in advance. 

It is interesting to specu- 
late what might have hap- 
pened. It would have been 
unprecedented for a com- 
plete ticket to campaign 
together in the presidential 
primaries. Certainly, a 
Humphrey-McGovern 
ticket would have been for- 
midable. It might very 
well have beaten the un- 
known Jimmy Carter. 


Then Humphrey would 
be in the White House 
today, and his illness 
would have meant another 
trauma for the American 
people. 

DIRTY TRICKS — The 
files at the Internal Reve- 
nue Service are stuffed 
with complaints from tax- 
payers who say they have 
been bullied and 
browbeaten by collectors. 
Many a widow’s mite has 
been snatched from her, 
and men have been 
stripped of all but their 
barest possessions. 

Tax attorneys have told 
us that the IRS is often 
unfair and undemocratic. 


document from IRS files in 
Idaho which tends to prove 
it. 

In the memo, meant for 
the eyes only of tax collec- 
tors, an IRS official de- 
scribes some unique ways 
to harass delinquent tax- 
payers. One "method of 
preventing delinquency” 
states the document, "is to 
inform the public of the 
names of taxpayers whom 
a lien has been filed 
against. This could be ac- 
complished by publicizing 
information in various 
newspapers.” . 

The official confides that 
one of his enthusiastic 
agents had harassed a tax- 
payer "by placing a large 
log chain around his car’s 
bumper and an adjacent 
parking meter.” Then, to 
further embarrass the tax- 
payer, the agent made 
sure the local newspaper 
learned about it. 

The document tells about 
six prominent attorneys 
who were slow in paying 
their income taxes. So an 
agent simply seized one of 
the attorney’s offices and 
attached locks to the doors. 
A doctor’s office was also 
seized; and, the memo 
boasts, the doctor’s sick 
"patients could not keep 
their appointments." 

The document also 
warns that harassment ac- 
tivities should not be made 
known to the public be- 
cause there might be "un- 
due pressure from the pub- 
lic and elected officials” to 
discontinue using them. 

We called the IRS in 
Idaho about this fascinat- 
ing memo. An official said 
he had been involved in all 
the seizures during the 
past five years. But he 
didn’t remember any of 
these incidents, he said. 


CHRISTMAS PARTY — 
Federal Trade Commis- 
sion Chairman Michael 
Pertschuk let his hair 
down at his office Christ- 
mas party. The FTC chief 
has frequently criticized 
the big cereal manufactur- 
ers for filling children too 
full of sugar. His blasts 
have brought an angry re- 
sponse from the _ billion- 
dollar industry. 

During a skit at the par- 
ty, Pertschuk dressed up 
like one of the kids in the 
cereal advertisements, 
complete with a lopsided 
baseball cap. The _ nor- 
mally dignified chairman 
pretended to be gobbling 
up the pre-sweetened ce- 
real he’s been lambasting. 
It was all in fun. But we 
have learned that video 
tapes of the event have 
been burned. 


FUDDLE FACTORY - 
For years, the number one 
enemy of businessmen has 
been the Occupational 
Safety and Health Admin- 
istration, also known as 
OSHA. The agency’s in- 
spectors are supposed to 
protect employees from 
unsafe working conditions, 
but businessmen claim the 
federal officials spend 
most of their time "nit- 
picking” over minor viola- 
tions. 


President Carter’s new 
OSHA chief, Eula Bing- 
ham, has promised to 
change the sagency’s 
image. But one of OSHA’s 
new regulations requires 
businesses to pay the work- 
ers who accompany the 
federal inspectors on their 
unwelcome visits. The in- 
spection often take weeks, 
and businessmen are not 
happy about having to pay 
to be inspected.

of display area, the Trade Mart will be 
designed as a total environment to ac- 
comodate the apparel and allied trades un- 
der one roof in the manner of the 
merchandise marts in Chicago, Miami and 
Dallas. \ 

In addition, a 125,000 square foot exhibi- 
tion hall will be constructed to ac- 
comodate annual conventions, temporary 
apparel markets and smaller trade shows, 
making a total of 325,000 square feet in the 
initial stage of development. 

A major hotel and restaurant complex 
with function and reception facilities is 
also planned as part of the New England 
Trade Mart, and parking space will ac- 
comodate more than 2,000 cars.
